More to be desired arc they than 
gold, yea, than much fine gold : Sweeter also 
than honey, and the honev-cptnb.

vice, as to the Lord, and not to men : Knowing 
that whatsoever good thing any man docth, the 
same shall he receive of the Lord, whether he 
be bond or fi*ec. Servants, be subject to your 
masters with all fear : not only to the good and 
gentle, but also to the froward. For this is 
thankworthy, if a man for conscience toward 
.God endure grief, suffering wrongfully. For 
what glory is it, if, when ye be buffeted for your 
faults, ye shall take it patiently ? but, if when ye 
do well, and suffer for it, ye take it patiently, 
this is acceptable with God. Servants, obey ia 
all things your masters according to the flesh ;

•ingle-ncss of heart, fearing Go d. And whatso- 
ever ye do, do it heartily, as !to the Lord, and not 
unto men. Knowing that of the Lord ye shall 
receive the reward of the^ inheritance : for ye 
serve the Lord Christ. But he that doeth wrong 
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shall receive for the wrong which he hath done ; 
and there is no respect of persons. Let as ma- 
-ny servants as are under the yoke, count their 
own masters worthy of all honour, that the name 
of God and his doctrine be not blasphemed.

For .many 
Widk of whom I hav^ told you often, and now tell you 
even weeping, that they are the enemies of the cross 
of Christ Whose end is destruction, whose God is 
their belly, and whose glory is in their shame, who 
mind earthly things. Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these ; adultery, fornication,' un,- 
cleanliness, lasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 
fcnvyings, murders, di-unkenness, revelling*, and such 
like ; of the which I tell you before, as I have also 
told you in time past, that tliey which do sudi things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. But he that 
is spiritual judgeth all things, yet he himself Is iudged 
of no man. For Ac fruit of the spirit, is in all good- 
ness, and righteousness, and truth. But the fruit of 
the Spirit is love, J9y, peace, longsuflfering, gentle- 
ness, goddness, faitn, meekness, temperance ; against
